While they were waiting for a street 
car, an auto bearing three older boys 
drew up at the curb and the waiting 
party was offered a ride home.

| boys. In the excitement one of the 
girls, with her escort, Michael Ro- 
manelli, escaped.

“ CLEMENCEAU.” 
Rebuke from Coolidge. 

Woodstock, Vt., Aug. 8-—The recep- 
tion that will be accorded the Clemen- 

ceau letter by the United States gov- 
ernment will be tantamount to a re 
buke to Clemenceau and to the French 
government. 

The substance of the Clemenceau 
ccmmunication suggesting modification 
of the tefms of funding the Frerich war 
debt was called to the attentien of 
President Coolidge at Plymouth Notch 
tonight. 

The President was seated tn front 
of a Franklin stove poking up the open 
fire in the Coolidge farmhouse when 
the message containing an outline of 
the Clemenceau letter was carried to 
him from. Miss Cilley’s general store, 
to which it had been telephoned. 

No direct comment was forthcoming 
from. the President. It may be au- 
thoritatively stated, however, that the 

Coolidge administration regards the 
negotiations for the settlement of the 
French debt as definitely closed. 


Status of Letter. 
The Clemenceau letter can have no

| nication by a citizen of France, who 
is in no way connected with the 
French government. 

If the French government desires to 
make the representations to the United 
States which are contained in the 
Clemenceau letter it should do 80 au- 
thoritatively, through regular diplo- 
matic channels, in the opinion of The 
Coolidge administration. 

It is clearly indicated that the Presi- 
dent is standing pat on the settlement 
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of the Frefich debt now awailting rats-| 
fication by congress and the French 
parliament. The house of representa- 
tives has accepted it, and the senate is 


awaiting the action of the French par- 
liamen The French government 


agreed to the settlement which cancels 


half of what the French owe us. If 
now the French have changed their 
minds and are seeking still more len- 
fent terms, it is open to therm to reject 


newal of the negotiations. It then | 
would be up to the United States to 
decide whether it would enter a ne- 
gotiation to grant more liberal terms. 
The American debt funding commission 
has stated repeatedly that the terms 
accorded France are in harmony with 
her ability to pay and represent the 
lowest that can be accepted by the 
United States in justice to American 
taxpayers, who must pay whatever por 
tion of the war debts the debtors fail 
to pay.

CRIMINALS AND THE DEATH 
PENALTY. 


Members of the Hell's Kitchen gang, says the 
New York World, were cool enough when con- 
fessing crimes which would entail punishment |

connected them with crimes which mae send them 
to the electric chair. 

. We agree with the World that this illustrates 


We have pointed out the fact that though the 
theorist may contend life imprisonment is worse 


than death the culprit does not seem to think so 
and tries desperately to estape the extreme pen- 
alty. That is only the instinct of self-preserva- 
tion, the most powerful of all instincts, but there 


_; are reasons enough besides in the vagaries of our 


w. enforcement which offer many a chance of 
escape from justice, Death ig grimly conclusive. 
Put it is also dramatic in its terrors and therefore 
more likely to impress the low ‘grade mentality 
of most of our criminals. i.e 


The weakness of the death penalty, says the 
World, is that juries do not like to apply it. That 
is not strong argument against it, for where they 
don’t apply it they. fall. back upon imprisonment 
and we are no worse off than we would be if the 
death penalty were removed from the code, The 
chief weakness of the death penalty is that it is 
not applied promptly enough. That is not ‘a’ ques- 
tion of the policy of the extreme penalty but of 
the inefficiency of our administration of justice. 
We allow so long a time to elapse between the 
apprehension o€ the criminal and his punishment 
that the chief public benefits of stern justice are 
frittered away. By the time the culprit is tried 
his crime has been forgotten and a false sentimen ™ 
is created in many minds: in his favor. 


It is the plainest of truisms that justice, to have 
its proper effect in deterring crime and bracing 
public morale, must be swift as well as certain. 
Yet how we go on year by year, though violence. 
increases, tolerating the law’s delays! It ig the 
fact most discreditable to our pretensions as a 
civilized and self-governed people. 


ABOVE THE BATTLE. 


A recent contributor to the Voice of the People 
said he thought THe TRIBUNE ought to discentinue 
the publication of “ Sixty-five Years Ago Today.” 
He felt that the paragraphs culled from the files 
could only serve to revive old hatreds. As a south- 
erner he took small pleasure in reading of Bull 
Run-and he looked forward with positive distaste 
to the time when he must read of confederate 
defeats. 


“We acknowledge defeat before the game starts 
in your column,” he wrote. “ Let’s call it in the 
first inning.” 

Our correspondent is oversensitive. We do not. 
believe anything remains, in the north at least, of. 
the old hatreds but their ashes. The civil war is | 
history. The overwhelming majority of Ameri- 
cans think of our civil war with no more partisan 
passion than Englishmen show in thinking of their 
civil war. That is not to say that we are indiffer- 
ent in this generation to the issues of the war or 
to the national crisis, but, rather, that we are, at 
last, above the battle. 

“Sixty-five Years Ago” is not impartial history 
and it is not intended to be. It consists of ex- 
cerpts from a partisan contemporary. Tup Trip- 
UNE in ’61 was the most ardent Union advocate in 
the northwest, 
the ignominious defeat at Manassas and the next 
day it tries to make the best of it. The wounded 
federals are being well cared for in the enemy’s 
hands. The battle proved that northerners were 
better riflemen than southerners. The shakeup 
in the army's leadership hag brought men of the 
first rank to the command, The campaign in the 
west is progressing so satisfactorily as nearly to 
counterbalance the defeat in. Virginia. A Fremont 
is hailed as if he were a Napoleon. 

“ Sixty-five Years Ago ” would be absorbing read- 
ing even if we had not lived through the world 
war, but it is the vivid memory of 1917 which gives 
the contemporary account of the civil war its value 
as irony. We did not change much in fifty-six 
years. In 1917 we still believed that we could make 
an army overnight. As a nation we were inclined 
to make the most of our victories and minimize 
our defeats. We used the same subterfuges to 
harden our courage and hearten the timid. 

The note of irony runs through “ Sixty-five Years 
Ago,” but that is by no means the only or even 
the chief reason for printing it. We learnea in 
putting down the rebellion that the way to win a 
war is to stick with it. The country had to make 
the best of bad news for month after month. The

It is true, the births 
of the nation as-a whole.exceeded the 
deaths by 60,000, but that is not much 
more than the excess of births over 
deaths -if one of the large American 
states. . 


The average age of the Frenchman is 
going up, and the proportion of old men 
and women is: growing larger. France 
can spare no population for emigration 
to the colonies she is trying to develop 
and to impress her culture upon. On the 
other hand, the demand for labor ,has 
necessitated ‘the bringing in of immi- 
grants. It {ig estimated that there are 
1,000,000 of these’ in. . A part of 
the present Italian Policy is to send 
some of their excess population into 
France.

AMERICAN CITIES: 
OVERBUILT, DATA 
OF 1925 SHOW 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.—[Spe 
cial] — Labor represented slightly 
more than 60 per cent of building con- 
struction cost in 1925, according to 
a report of the department of labor, 
which, as anayzed by the National 
Lumber Bulletin, indicates that last 
year building material costs were rela- 
tively lower and labor costs relatively 
higher than in any ‘previous year on 
record. 


The department of laber’s report was 
based on building permits in 130 cities 
for all types of construction, and dis- 
closed that since 1914, when it was 
55.9 per cent, labor’s cost had mounted 
to 60.2 per cent in 1925. Meanwhile 
the cost of Duilding material had de- 
clined from 44.1 per cent in 1914 to 


39.8 in 1925. 

The bulletin asserts that the survey 
shows an excess building over normal! 
requirements in each of the years 1923, 
1924, 1925. At the end of 1924 the war 
period shortage had been more than 
made up, and 1925 reveals a surplus 
over the normal! needs of the year. In 


> 
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fact, the country as a whole, as in- 
dicated by the 130 cities at the end 
of 19256, was 11.2 per cent over built 
as compared with 1914. 

“This general situation is not true, 
however, for some of the individual 
cities,” it is asserted in the Bulletin. 
“Of the 130 cities listed, forty-three 
are underbulit and 87 as overbuilt. 
Several cities, including Los Angeles, 
Detroit, Akron, Denver, and Washing- 
ton, D. C., show heavy volume of build- 
ing, but no estimates are made of their 
population increases, due to unusual 
conditions. Similarly other cities, in- 
cluding Seattle, Wash., Superior, Wis., 
and Wheeling, W. Va, show much 

er volumes with no population 
ates available. 


“ Comparison of building with popu- 
lation shows that, based upon a twelve 
year average, 1914 to 1925, the follow- 
ing are among the important under- 
built cities, their volume of building 
not keeping pace with their population:

Through the means of a concert in 
the afternoon and an opera in the eve 
ning, Ravinia’s attendance yesterday 
became two generous though quite 
distinct audiences. The afternoon’s 
event was a special Polish program, 
that of the evening “The Barber of 
Seville,” in which the cast of char 
acters was altered to the extent of pre- 
senting Luella Melius in the part of 
Rosina. 

This is the gayest, the most light 
hearted, at times the most light 
minded, of all the operas. Rosina is 
called upon to decorate the perform- 
ance with elaborate laryngeal stunts 
at various intervals, the remainder of 
the time to keep up the high spirits of 
the work with the rest of the cast. 
Miss Melius was an outstanding suc 
cess in both functions. 


Applause was. handed her in large 
quantities for her two main ‘solos, one 
at the beginning of the second act, the 
other in the lesson scene of the third. 
Both were well deserved, for quality 
and agility of voice are hers to an 
astonishing degree. But she was also 
a distinct part of the cast, and this 
cast was a collection of fun makers.
